DENVER, July 11.—Denver phys- 
ictams—Dr. William Finnoff and Dr. 
Phillips Thygeson—in a report to the 
American Medical association con- 
vention at Detroit, stated that their 
research work at the University of 
Colorado medical school 
roborated facts about the trachoma 
germ isciated by Dr. Hideyo Noguchi 
of the Rochefeller institute for 
medical research 

The report eppeared to mak: a 
deep impression on the assembied 
scientists who regarded this con- 
firmation of Noguehis work as a 
significant step in the conquering of 
trachoma disease. a dreaded malady 
of the eyes that often results in 
blindness 

The Denver doctors pointed out 
that their experiments had been per- 
formed with monkeys, and. since 
trachoma in monkeys is different 
from the disease in humans, their re- 
sults must be discounted somewhat. 

The germ that they isolated from 
trachomatous monkeys. and with 
which they succeeded in producing 


the disease, tallics with the deserip- 
tion of the trachoma germ published 
by Dr. Noguchi in 1928 

In the report they stated that a 
minute eTam-negative Motile rod. ap- 
gl identical with that described 


Dr. Noguchi, has been recovered 
them from five of 13 white 
ms and from one Japanese af- 
licted with advanced trachoma. 

While saying that their experi- 
ments “would setm to confirm those 
of N hi in all essential respects.” 
Dr. innoff and Dr. Thygeson told 
the convention that it may be neces- 
sary to resort to human inoculation 
to conclusively prove the relation of 
the Noguchi germ to trachoma.

Wm. McKenzie, Three 
Hills, Victim of Vicious 
Attack Near Didsbury

THREE HILLS, July 11.—While 
returning from Calgary by auto Wed- 
nesday evening, William McKenzie, a 
well known farmer of this district, 
was held up at the point of a 
revolver, robbed of a_ considerable 
amount of cash and then tied up in 
an abandoned school house and left 
to die, by two armed thugs, who made 
their get-away in the victim's car. 

Shortly after leaving Calgary, Mc- 
Kenzie was stopped by two young 
men who asked for a lift as far as 
Didsbury. McKenzie accomodated 
them and upon arriving at Didsbury 
the men decided to continue on to 
Three Hills, About 12 miles north 
of Didsbury, one of the men suddenly 
flashed a gun on McKenzie and de- 
manded him to “stick ’em up.” 

After being relieved of his money, 
McKenzie was taken into an aban- 
doned school house, just off the road, 
and was tied up and left by the 
thugs, who immediately made off in 
his car. 

After struggling with his bonds for 
more than an hour McKenzie suc- 
ceeded in freeing himself and at once 
informed the A-P.P. constable at 
Didsbury by telephone from a nearby 


farm house. 
He was able to give a good descrip- 
tion of his two assailants and a 


search was started at once. The 
stolen car was discovered abandoned 
near Crossfield, but no trace of the 
hold-up men could be found. A.P.P. 
authorities are conducting a wide 
search for the two men and their ap- 
prehension is expected shortly.

A few yards from ths entrance two 
delegates from the parade stepped 
forward, and asked the Premier's 
acceptance of a petition which em- 
bodied a number of questions. 

“There are quite a number of 
questions here,” remarked the pre- 
mier. “I cannot answer them now.” 

“We are asking if you will reply to 
them at the meeting tonight,” said 
the delegation. 

“Certainly,” sald the premier, and 
the interview ended, the two men 
stepping back.

There was no display of animosity, 
and as the premier drove past the

The tweez- 
ers were used, as in modern times. for 
plucking out superfluous hairs, and 
also for extracting thorns. 

Mirrors were made of bronze. Combs 
were both long-toothed and = short- 
toothed and made of wood. bone or 
ivory.
